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PLANT SPECIES OF SPECTAL CONCERN 


The Montana Natural Heritage Program (MTNHP) is inventorying the 
elements of natural diversity of Montana. The inventory includes 
plant species; animal species, and plant associations which are 
rare, endemic, disjunct, threatened, or endangered throughout 
their range or in Montanas vulnerable to extirpation from 
Montana, or in need of further research. 


The attached list of 351 plant taxa of special concern in Montana 
represents the list which, with periodic revision, is directing 
data acquisition by the MTNHP. It has been developed fram 
information supplied by the Montana Rare Plant Project 
(University of Montana, Missoula, MT)s as well as from the 
scientific literature, herbarium specimens, and field research. 
This list is dynamic, and is being revised as new data become 
available to the MTNHP. 


Written camments and suggestions are continually needed on this 
list, particularly regarding additions or deletions, specific 
locational information, and general comments for the improvement 
of the list. The data system (map, manuals and computer files) 
has been set up», and initial data for many taxa have been 
entered’ the MTNHP will eventually be able to supply location 
information and status data for most of these taxa. 


Plant taxa are ranked by a standardized procedure used in all 
state heritage programs. They are ranked on the basis of their 
range-wide or global rarity, and on their rarity within the 
specific states using these ranking categories:
